1. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF PAPER GIVEN BY DOD TO BRITISH 
EMBASSY AT FEBRUARY 12 MEETING ON NAVAL WEAPONS RANGE 
PROPOSAL. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: "THE FOLLOWING IS A TENTATIVE AND SUMMARY 
DESCRIPTION OF A WEAPONS RANGE PROPOSED FOR ANEGADA OR 
DOG ISLAND. ONLY IN DEPTH TECHNICAL STUDIES COULD ESTAB 
LISH DEFINITIVELY WHETHER A RANGE OF THIS DESCRIPTION 
WOULD BE FEASIBLE AT ANEGADA OR DOG ISLAND AND WOULD SATIS- 
FY THE US NAVY'S REQUIREMENTS. 

3. RANGE CONFIGURATION. THE RANGE WOULD CONTAIN A ONE 
MILE BY ONE-THIRD MILE NAVAL GUNFIRE IMPACT ZONE AND A 
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SEPARATE AIR-TO-GROUND TARGET WITH A RADIUS OF 1,500 FEET. 
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IN ORDER TO PERMIT SIMULTANEOUS USE, THE TARGETS WOULD BE 
AT LEAST ONE AND ONE-HALF MILES APART. SHIPS AND AIRCRAFT 
WOULD FIRE PRIMARILY NON-EXPLOSIVE ROUNDS AT THE TARGETS. 
WHILE THE RANGES WOULD NOT BE USED CONTINUOUSLY, THEY 
WOULD BE USED DAILY DURING FREQUENT PERIODS OF INTENSIVE 
TRAINING. 

4. NON-HABITATION ZONE. A NON-HABITATION ZONE WOULD 
EXTEND FIVE NAUTICAL MILES FROM THE PERIMETER OF THE 
NAVAL GUNFIRE IMPACT ZONE AND FROM THE CENTER OF THE 
AIR-TO-GROUND TARGET. 

5. SEA AND AIR SPACE. A LAND AND SEA DANGER AREA WOULD 
SURROUND THE RANGE AND WOULD BE ACTIVATED WHEN THE RANGE 
IS IN OPERATION. THE DANGER AREA WOULD EXTEND UP TO 20 
NAUTICAL MILES SEAWARD FROM THE NAVAL GUNFIRE IMPACT 
ZONE. ON THE OTHER SIDES OF THE TARGETS. THE DANGER 

AREA WOULD NOT EXTEND BEYOND THE FIVE-NAUTICAL-MILE NON- 
HABITATION ZONE. THE AIR SPACE ABOVE THIS DANGER AREA 
WOULD BE CONTROLLED UP TO 50,000 FEET WHEN THE RANGE IS 
IN OPERATION. 

6. RANGE COMMAND CONTROL. RANGE OPERATIONS WOULD BE 
CONTROLLED FROM A COMMAND CENTER LOCATED OUTSIDE THE IM- 
PACT ZONE. FROM THIS SITE, THE RANGE WOULD BE OBSERVED 
VISUALLY FROM A TOWER. IN ADDITION, WEAPONS IMPACT WOULD 
BE SCORED ELECTRONICALLY FROM TELEVISION MONITORS, AND 
ALL DATA RECEIVED WOULD BE TRANSMITTED TO NAVAL STATION 
ROOSEVELT ROADS, PUERTO RICO, FOR OVER-ALL CONTROL AND 
ANALYSIS. 

7. OPERATION OF THE RANGE. CONTRACTOR PERSONNEL WOULD 
OPERATE THE RANGE, AND MILITARY PERSONNEL WOULD ASSIST 
AS NEEDED. THE CONTRACTOR WOULD PROBABLY EMPLOY FROM 20 
TO 30 PERSONS AND WOULD BE RESPONSIBLE FOR THE OPERATION 
AND MAINTENANCE OF RANGE EQUIPMENT, SECURITY, PATROL 
BOAT OPERATIONS, AIRFIELD OPERATIONS IF REQUIRED, AND 
PROVISIONING AND MESSING AT A PERSONNEL SUPPORT COMPLEX. 

8. SUPPORT FACILITIES. A QUARTERS AND MESS FACILITY FOR 
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THE CONTRACTOR WOULD BE LOCATED OUTSIDE OF THE NON-HABI- 
TATION ZONE ON ANEGADA OR ON ANGUILLA FOR DOG ISLAND. 

NEAR THIS FACILITY THERE WOULD BE A LANDING FOR SMALT. 

CRAFT USED FOR RANGE PATROL AND LOGISTICS SUPPORT AND A 
HELICOPTER LANDING PAD. EXISTING AIRFIELDS NEAR THESE 
SUPPORT FACILITIES MIGHT BE IMPROVED FOR USE BY LOGISTIC 
AIRCRAFT AND FOR EMERGENCY LANDINGS. 
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9. SEVERAL TECHNICAL STUDIES WOULD BE REQUIRED TO DETER- 
MINE WHETHER PLACEMENT OF SUCH A RANGE ON ANEGADA OR DOG 
ISLAND WOULD BE FEASIBLE AND SATISFACTORY. THE FIRST 
WOULD BE AN INSTRUMENTATION STUDY TO ESTABLISH THE BASIC 
RANGE OPERATION CONCEPT USING COMMUNICATIONS AND OTHER 
ELECTRONIC SYSTEMS. THIS STUDY WOULD ESTABLISH THE 
LOCATION OF ALL RANGE FACILITIES AND WOULD THEREFORE 

ESTABLISH THE LOGISTICS REQUIREMENTS OF THE RANGE. THIS 
STUDY WOULD BE FOLLOWED BY OTHER ON-SITE ENGINEERING AND 
ENVIRONMENTAL SURVEYS." END TEXT. INGERSOLL 
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
